It  concerns,  a  republic 
founded  on  a  reprefentative  fyftem,  to' 
ftrengtheifl  and  not  10  wc;.ken  tlie  annala- 
gous  eitabliihinent.  Tlie  lability  of  the 
fvilem  among  others  is  a  necetfary  exam- 
ple among  oyr'.Uve  .  In  a  wo.  u,  trance 
has  both  as  a  power,  and  as  a  republic,  a 
double  motive  to  exndfe  to  no  hazard  the 
actual  c:::.lcnce  of  the  United  States. 
Accordingly,  fhs  has  never  thought  ei- 
ther of  waging  war  againft  them,  or  ex- 
citing civil  commotions  among  them.  E- 
very  aflertion  to  tlie  contrary  is  an  intuit 
upon  con:. .ion  fenfe.  '1  his  haiis  being 
"aid  down,  it  is  natural  toa-ftc  by  what  fa- 
tallity  the '  good  understanding  has  not 
been  reftored  early.  It  is  becaufe  acri- 
mony having  mingled  itfelf  with  dijtruft, 
neither  Gde  bus  taken  true  conciliatory 
means.  It  has  been  fuppofed  in  she  Li- 
nked States  that  the  French  government 
temporifed  in  order  to  itrike  with  grea- 
ter fafety;  Hence  foll<  wed  acroud  of  mea- 
fures  each  one  more  Aggravating  than 
the  other.  In  France  it  n  s  been  fuppo- 
fed that  the  government  cf  the  United 
States  wi flied  only  to  fupport  the  appear: 
ance  of  negotiation.  Thence  there  was 
a  certain  inliitinj*  on  pledges  of  good  faith. 
Let  us  fubliitute  calmnefa  to  palhons, 
confidence  to  fufpicions,  and  we  (hall  foon 
agree.  I  have  made  my  efforts  to  wind 
up  a  negotiation  in  this  manner  with  Mr. 
Gerry.  My  correfpondcncc  with  him. 
'until  the  day  of  his  departure,  is  a  cu- 
rious monument  of  advances  from  me'; 
and  of  evafions  from  him.  It  '.s  an  erroi 
to  believe  that  I  have  confined  my  fe  If  t< 
yagiie  proteftations.  In  that  feries  0 
dMpatefies,  which  \-"A  doubtlefs  be  re- 
pubiifiied  at  Philadelphia,  I  have  made  a 
choice  of  one,  of  the  30th  1'rari.il,  i' 
which  you  will  fee  that  I  make  very  pofi* 
tive  proportions,  without  any  mix  inn 
of  preliminary  conditioiiB-  This  le-ttci 
lias  been  followed  b  .'  three  notes  concer- 
ning tiie  articles  under  difcuffion  ;  and  I 
expected  to  have  exhaufted  all  the  rclt  of 
this  kind,  had  not  Mr.  Gerry  refuted  to 
anfwer  ihem.i  When  I  have  been  obli- 
ged to  renounce  the  treating  with  this 
envoy,  who  placed  importance  only  in 
knowing  how  a  negotiation  could  be  pro- 
tracted Xpnt  negotiation  se  reprendroi: 
plus  iard.]  I  have  given  him  the  mod  fo- 
lemn  aflurajjCjes  relpe&ing  the  reception 
which  a  new  plenipotentiary  would  meet 
with — It  was  far  from  me  to  infinuate 
that  the  prefident  {hould  fend  him  from 
the  United  States,  inilead  of  inverting 
with  diplomatic  powers  fonie  one  alrea- 
dy in  Europe.  Still  further  was  it  from 
my  thoughts,  that  the  envoy  mould  land 
directly  in  France  inilead  of  announcing 
himfalf  from  a  neighbouring  country.  I 
was  willing  to  fay  only  that  the  execufive 
directory  was  fo  much  difpofed  to  recon- 
ciliation, that  every  heiitation  was  fuper- 
fltious  ;  and  that  an  act  of  confidence  to- 
wards them,  would  encourage  confidence 
on  their  part.  I  fliould  be  badly  under* 
ftood  if  there  was  found  in  my  expreflions 
a  rc:f  r'rition  refpecting  the  nature  of  the 
choice  which  the  prefident  might  make. 
I  wifhed  to  encourage  Mr.  Gerry,  by  the 
marks  of  regard  which  his  good  intentions 
deferved,  though  I  cannot  dilfcmble  to 
myfelf  that  he  has  been  wanting  in  deci- 
fion,  at  the  moment  when  he  might  eaiily 
have  fettlcdevery  thiogproperly.  Thence 
it  does  not  follow  that  I  confdered  him 
as  the  proper  perfon.  [//  r.e  s'en  suit  pa  t 
f/ue  je  le  design?.]

(hat  I  think  htm  too  irrefolute  to  be  fit  to 
haften  the  conclufion  of  bufmefs  of  this 
kind.  The. advantages  which  Ihavepraif- 
ed  in  him  are  common  to  all  the  Ameri- 
cans, who  have  ihewn  no  partiality  for 
England.  Is  it  credible  that  the  man 
who  either  Humid  harbour  hatred  or  con- 
tempt for  the  French  republic,  or  (hew 
himfclf  an  advocate  for  royalty,  could  iu- 
fpire  the  executive  directory  Wfth  a  fa- 
vourable opinion  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States  ?  I  (hould  hive  difguifed 
truth  had  I  concealed  any  thing  in  that 
Tefpeet.  It  is  not  wounding;  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  government  [we  prs.fr.me 
that  tlie  minuter  means  to  fay  the  Ameri- 
can government]  to  point  out  the  rock 
which  we  mult  avoid. 

As  to  the  mediation  of  the  Bataviar 
republic  and  Spain  I  do  not  knev  thai 
it  is  ferioufly  mentioned,  and  it  feems  to 
me  to  be  abfolfltely  ufelefs.  The  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  might,  in  th: 
fituation  of  things,  hefitate  to  refer  them- 
felvcs  to  their  impartiality  ;  and  belides 
I  fee  no  point  bat  what  ca.il  be  fettled  hi

Citizen, 

I  have  fuccelfively  received  your  lctter<- 
of  the  2zd  and  27th  Fructidor.  They 
give  me  reafon  to  he  more  and  more  pleat- 
ed with  the  courfc  which  you  have  taken 
in  giving  me  an  account  of  your  conver- 
fation  with  Mr.  Murray.  Thefe  conver- 
fations,  at  firft  merely  friendly,  have  af- 
fumed  a  character,  by  the  approbation 
which  I  transmitted  to  you,  on  the  nth 
Fructidor.  I  do  not  regret  that  you  have 
entrufted  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  ho- 
nor of  Mr.  Murray.  This  piece  which 
was  dedined  only  for  you  alone,  contains 
nothing  but  what  is  conformable  to  the 
thoughts  of  the  government-  I  am  per- 
feclly  Satisfied  that  when  explanations  are 
oiiCe  made,  with  confidence,  between  the 
two  cabinets,  acrimony  will  ceafe,  a  croud 
of  niifunderftandings  will  difappcar,  and 
the  ties  of  friendship  will  become  the  clo- 
fer  ;  as  on  both  fides,  they  will  know  the 
hand  which  endeavored  to  break  them. 

But  I  do  not  conceal  from  you  that  your 
letters  of  the  2d  and  3d  Vendemaire, 
which  I  received  this  moment,  furprjfe 
me  very  much.  Of  what  Mr.  Murray  is 
doubtful  ftill,  has  been  declared  very  ex- 
plicitly, even  before  the  uieffagc  of  the 
prefident  to  congrefs,  of  the  3d  of  la.i.
